Bish family hopes for 
resolution after suspect 
named in 2000 murder

A day after the Worcester district attorney’s 


disappearance and killing of Molly Bish, her 
family hopes the latest development will lead to 
a “resolution and that no one else will ever be 
harmed.” 


On Thursday, Worcester DA 
Joseph D. Early Jr. announced 
that Francis “Frank” P. Sumner, a 
Spencer man who died in 2016, is 
a person of interest in 16-year-old 
Bish’s disappearance and killing. 

Early did not specify exactly 
how Sumner was connected to 
the case, but said investigators 
recently received new information that led them 
office announced a person of interest inthe 2000 to investigate Sumner. 

“Our hearts are heavy with our loss and the re- 
ality of what may have happened to our daughter, 
but we are hopeful that there will be resolution

US adds 
559,000 
jobs 


pushing wages higher

The U.S. economy added 
559,000 jobs in May and the 
unemployment rate across 
the country declined by 
three- tenths of a percentage 
point to 5.8%. 

Job gains were in leisure 
and hospitality, in public 
and private education, and 
in health care and social 
assistance, according to 
figures released yesterday 
by the U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 

Employers even locally 
have expressed frustration 
in hiring. 

However, the labor force 
participation rate was little 
changed at 61.6% in May 
and has remained within a 
narrow range of 61.4% to 
61.7% since June 2020. 

In May, 16.6% of peo- 
ple with jobs teleworked 
because of the coronavirus 
pandemic, down from 18.3% 
in the prior month and a sign 
that workplaces are reopen- 
ing. 

Earnings were up in May. 
Average hourly earnings 
for all employees on private 
nonfarm payrolls increased 
by 15 cents to $30.33 and 
that followed an increase of 
21 cents in April. 

Among private-sector 
production and nonsupervi- 
sory employees, the average 
wage rose by 14 cents to 
$25.60 in May, following an 
increase of 19 cents in April. 

The Bureau of Labor sta- 
tistics said data for the last 
two months suggest 
that the rising demand for 
labor associated with the 
recovery from the pan-

demic may have put upward 
pressure on wages. 

The average workweek was 
34.9 hours in May for the third 
month in a row.

Local jobless numbers for 
May won't be available for a 
few weeks, but the unemploy- 
ment rate in Springfield was 
10.9% in April.

In Massachusetts, the num- 
ber of new unemployment 
claims fell for the week of May 
27 to anew pandemic low 
of 8,357.

street. The power went out. 
The roads were blocked. 

“Tt was chaos in the street,” 
Strattman recalled. “We 
couldn’t get out of the parking 
lot because of all the debris 
until 8 o’clock.” 

Although the first few days 
were difficult, Strattman 
praised the quick the re- 
sponse by town public works 
crews, utility companies and 
the Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency. 

Jay Passerini, owner of Ber- 
telli’s Liquor Mart on Main 
Street, echoes that sentiment. 

“Tt got cleared up within 
four to five days,” Passerini 
said. Once the businesses 
reopened and insurance 
settlements were done, the 
neighborhood bounced back 
“in really, a couple of years.” 

In the weeks following the 
tornado, the roofers, glaziers 
and arborists all did their 
jobs. In relatively short order, 
the residents and merchants 
of Merrick were back to doing 
theirs. 

Walking along Main and 
Union streets, between 
Memorial and Park avenues 
across the river from down- 
town Springfield, it’s hard to 
find visible reminders of the 
devastation this diverse and 
densely populated neighbor- 
hood experienced 10 years 
ago. 

“For the most part, ev- 
eryone has been resilient 
and recovered from it,” said 
David Gervais, an accountant 
in downtown West Spring- 
field, between sips of coffee 
at Charles Diner on Union 
Street. 

“Tt’s all been repaired now,” 
agreed Richard Ellison, 
taking a break from washing 
dishes. 

The tornado killed two 
Merrick residents: Angelica 
Guerrero, 39, crushed by a 
collapsing roof while protect- 
ing her 15-year-old daughter, 
and Sergey Livchin, 23, killed 
inside his car when a tree fell 
on it. 

Hundreds more people,

Getting through the imme- 
diate aftermath of the torna- 
do was “very rough” for Art 
Ribinskas, owner of Crepes 
Tea House at 261 Union St., 
but business soon came back 
stronger than before. 

Ribinskas said his insur- 
ance paid to replace the 
glass and roofing torn out 
by the tornado. Building up 
his business, however, was 
the work of a community. 

In the years following the 
disaster, residents of West 
Springfield and neighboring 
towns were eager to support 
Merrick businesses, and the 
merchants themselves helped 
each other. 

In 2011, Crepes Tea House 
had been open just about 
a year, and had just three 
employees outside of the 
Ribinskas family. In 2019, 
Ribinskas opened a second 
location in Southwick and has 
43 employees between the 
two sites. 

In the long run, the torna- 
do may have even helped 
the business. Ribinskas said 
when he was allowed to re- 
open, he did a good business 
with FEMA workers and visi- 
tors who would drive through 
the neighborhood, curious 
to see what tornado damage 
looked like. 


but with easy road access to 
Springfield and major high- 
ways, and a large customer 
base of residents within 
walking distance. Individual 
businesses come and go, but 
“pretty much all the business 
(properties) are occupied,” 
he said, just like before the 
tornado. 

“West Springfield recovered 
pretty quick,” he said. Unlike 
in other towns along the 
tornado’s path, “you don’t see 
those vacant lots.” 

Not many homes in Merrick 
were completely destroyed by 
the tornado, but 88 structures 
were damaged, according 
to a Pioneer Valley Planning 
Commission report published 
in 2012. Most of those prop- 
erties suffered roof and siding 
damage under $25,000. In 
all, West Springfield recorded 
$5 million in damage. 

Lorraine Craven, outreach 
coordinator at the Parish 
Cupboard, a food pantry in 
the neighborhood, said the 
residential side streets in 
Merrick look much the same 
as they did before the torna- 
do. She said she can pick out 
the houses impacted by the 
tornado only because of their 
relatively recent renovations. 

“Tt wasn’t long until you 
would not have known what 
happened,” agreed Martha

Whitfield sharply object- 
ed to comments in a May 5 
letter in which Clapprood 
referred to Walker while de- 
fending police on issues of 
racism and reform. Walker 
was Black. 

“Delano Walker was an 
example given of a young 
man who, for whatever rea- 
son, was trying to get away 
from the police and went 
into the highway tragically 
losing his life,” Clapprood 
said in the letter to the Mas- 
sachusetts Senior Action 
Council, in response to its 
concerns about police be- 
havior and issues of racism. 

The Senior Action Coun- 
cil on Thursday called for 
Clapprood to resign or be

removed, saying her com- 
ments in the letter and at an 
online meeting in April were 
“dismissive” of members’ 
concerns. 

Whitfield said she was

“This is a complete insult 
to the family, a complete 
insult to the mother and 
father who buried their 
child way too soon, anda 
complete insult that Com- 
missioner Clapprood put 
in writing,” Whitfield said. 
““For Whatever Reason’ 
when we clearly know 
the reason of this officer’s 
action.” 

Clapprood on Thursday, 
before Whitfield’s com- 
ments, said she continues to 
fully support and advocate 
for her officers. 

“Our staff and officers 
comprise a hard-working, 
dedicated group of people 
who devote their lives to 
public safety and service,” 
Clapprood said. “The 
Springfield Police Depart- 
ment has made great strides 
in recent years as we seek to 
become a more modern and 
progressive agency that is in 
line with the best practices 
expected by our public.” 

Whitfield said she sup- 
ports the Senior Action 
Council in its call for Clap- 
prood’s ouster. 

“No matter how long ago 
this happened, the family 
will forever grieve his sad 
and untimely death,” Whit- 
field said. “It is times like 
these when the Commis- 
sioner should listen, have 
truthful conversations with 
the community and learn 
from the wrongdoings of the 
past. Instead she fails to ac- 
knowledge these tragedies 
for what they are and act as if 
the facts are not accurate.” 

Councilor Justin Hurst has 
also called for Clapprood’s 
ouster.

Masks urged

When the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra opens the 
gates at Tanglewood on July 
9, the crowds will be smaller 
by choice.

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Homicide suspects 
return for trial 


Two men who were arrest- 
ed in Florida last month on 
murder warrants in connec- 
tion with the fatal February 
shooting of Robert Crochiere 
in the city’s South End were 
brought back to the city 
Thursday night to stand trial, 
according to police. 

Quamel Batchelor, 24, and 
Fernando Massey, 23, were 
booked at Springfield police 
headquarters after they were 
escorted to the city from 
Orlando by two Springfield 
detectives and two state 
police officers. 

They were held overnight 
at the Hampden County Cor- 
rectional Center in Ludlow. 
They were scheduled to be 
arraigned Friday morning in 
Springfield District Court in 
connection with the Feb. 24 
homicide of Crochiere. 

Crochiere, 18, was shot just 
before 3 a.m. near Main and 
Locust streets as he was wait- 
ing in the line at a McDon- 
ald’s drive-through window. 

Two days later police had 
identified Batchelor and 
Massey as suspects and had 
obtained arrest warrants 
but neither could be found. 
They were apprehended on 
May 7 in Orlando by U.S. 
Marshals on warrants for 
being a fugitive from justice. 
Each waived their right to a 
rendition hearing in Florida, 
which allowed their returned 
to Massachusetts.

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Biden rebufis GOP infrastructure offer 


Talks expected to 
resume Monday

President Joe Biden yester- 
day dismissed a fresh Repub- 
lican infrastructure proposal 
that offered modestly more 
spending but fell short of “his 
objectives to grow the econo- 
my,” the White House said. 

His reaction cast further 
doubt on the two parties’ pros- 
pects for striking compromise 
on one of the administration’s 
chief legislative priorities as 
deadlines slip and time runs 
out to make progress toward 
a deal. 

The White House released 
the statement after Biden 
spoke by phone with West Vir- 
ginia Sen. Shelley Moore Capi- 
to, the chief GOP negotiator. 
Both sides said the two would 
speak again on Monday, but 
Biden’s team made clear the 
president will be casting about 
for talks with other senators. 

“The President expressed 
his gratitude for her effort and 
goodwill, but also indicated 
that the current offer did not 
meet his objectives to grow the 
economy, tackle the climate 
crisis, and create new jobs,” 
the White House said. 

A Capito statement provided 
no detail about their discus-

sion or the new offer. 

Making the pitch for Repub- 
licans, Capito had suggested 
around a $50 billion boost 
above the previous Republi- 
can offer of $928 billion, the 
White House said, still leaving 
the GOP well short of the $1.7 
trillion that Biden is seeking. 

In a further sign that a deal 
with Capito was seeming 
increasingly less likely, the 
White House said Biden told 
Capito that he would “con- 
tinue to engage a number of 
Senators in both parties in 
the hopes of achieving a more 
substantial package.” 

For weeks, the president has 


been engaged in talks with 
GOP senators trying to strike 
a compromise on Biden’s top 
legislative a priority, the big 
infrastructure investment 
package. While the two sides 
appear to have narrowed the 
price gap between his initial 
$2.3 trillion proposal and the 
GOP’s $568 billion opening 
bid, they remain far apart on 
the scope of the deal and how 
to pay for it. 

Biden wants to raise corpo- 
rate taxes to generate reve- 
nues for the infrastructure 
investments, a nonstarter for 
Republicans. The GOP sena- 
tors propose tapping unspent 


COVID-19 relief aid to pay for 
the roads, bridges and other 
projects, an idea rejected by 
Democrats. 

Earlier in the day, after the 
release of a modest May jobs 
report, Biden made the case 
for his robust investment 
package to push the economy 
past the COVID-19 crisis and 
downturn, and into a newera. 

“Now is the time to build 
on the progress we’ve made,” 
Biden told reporters in Reho- 
both Beach, Delaware. “We 
need to make those invest- 
ments today to continue to 
succeed tomorrow.” 

After returning to the White 
House, Biden spoke with 
Capito by telephone. The 
White House had been eyeing 
a deadline early next week as 
Congress returns from its Me- 
morial Day break to see prog- 
ress toward a deal. Meanwhile, 
Democrats are setting the 
ground work for a go-it-alone 
approach. Transportation 
Secretary Pete Buttigieg has 
indicated that Biden will look 
to act without Republican sup- 
port if there is no consensus.

House Dems unveil $547B transportation bill

Democrats on the House 
Transportation and Infra- 
structure Committee un- 
veiled a $547 billion trans- 
portation funding package 
yesterday that would ramp up 
spending on rail and transit, 
while encouraging states to 
repair existing roads rather 
than build new ones. 

The biggest chunk of the bill 
is $343 billion for road and 
bridge construction, as well 
as highway safety, a boost of 
more than 50% over the last 
transportation bill Congress 
passed in 2015. It also calls 
for $109 billion for transit and 
$95 billion for rail - includ- 
ing a tripling of funding to 
Amtrak. 

Rep. Peter DeFazio, D-Ore., 
chairman of the committee, 
said the proposed legislation 
embodies a core piece of 
President Joe Biden’s infra- 


structure plans, “seizing this 
once-in-a-generation oppor- 
tunity to move our transporta- 
tion planning out of the 1950s 
and toward our clean energy 
future.” 

Beyond authorizing federal 
spending, the five-year bill 
seeks to overhaul rules on 
how states and other trans- 
portation agencies can use the 
money, putting environmen- 
tal goals at the forefront and 
seeking to curb the nation’s 
dominance of car travel. 

The 1,250-page bill under- 
scores a partisan divide on 
transportation policy, with 
Democrats and Republicans 
at odds on the federal role of 
supporting transit and the ex- 
tent to which transportation 
spending should be targeted 
at combating climate change. 

“The benefits of transfor- 
mative investments in our 
infrastructure are far-ranging: 
We can create and sustain 


good-paying jobs, many of 
which don’t require a college 
degree, restore our global 
competitiveness, tackle 
climate change head-on, 

and improve the lives of all 
Americans through modern 
infrastructure that emphasiz- 
es mobility and access, and 
spurs our country’s long-term 
economic growth,” DeFazio 
said. 

While the bill can expect a 
warm reception among House 
Democrats, who passed a 
similar proposal last year, 
it does not represent the 
bipartisan compromise that a 
Senate committee advanced 
last week. Republicans on the 
House committee, mean- 
while, introduced their own 
proposal last month that is 
mostly focused on increasing 
road spending.

Citing increased hospital- 
ization rates of teenagers with 
COVID-19 in March and April, 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention Director Ro- 
chelle Walensky urged parents 
to vaccinate their teens to 
protect them from an illness 
that can be severe even among 
young people. 

“Tam deeply concerned by 
the numbers of hospitalized 
adolescents and saddened to 
see the numbers of adoles- 
cents who required treat- 
ment in intensive care units 
or mechanical ventilation,” 
Walensky said in a statement 
that was released yesterday 
alongside a new study looking 
at trends in hospitalization 
among adolescents with the 
disease. 

“Much of this suffering can 
be prevented,” Walensky add- 
ed, urging “parents, relatives 
and close friends to join me 
and talk with teens” about 


the importance of prevention 
strategies and to encourage 
vaccination. 

The study showed that near- 
ly one-third of those teenagers 
hospitalized with COVID-19 
during a surge of cases early 
this year required intensive 
care, and 5% required me- 
chanical ventilation. 

While most COVID-19 
hospitalizations occur in older 
adults, severe disease that 
requires hospitalization has 
been shown to occur in all age 
groups. COVID-19 hospital- 
ization rates among adoles- 
cents declined in January and 
February, the report said, but 
increased during March and 
April, even as hospitalization 
rates stabilized for those 65 
and older, probably because of 
their higher rates of vaccina- 
tion. 

Researchers suggest that 
the increased hospitalization 
among adolescents in March 
and April may be related to 
several factors, including more 
transmissible and poten- 
tially more dangerous virus 
variants; larger numbers of 
youths returning to school; and 
changes in physical distanc- 
ing, mask-wearing and other

prevention behaviors. 

The Pfizer-BioNTech vac- 
cine, which was authorized for 
those 16 and older in Decem- 
ber, was recommended for 
use in 12- to 15-year-olds last 
month. 

Even though the study is of 
a small group of adolescents, 
CDC officials and other ex- 
perts expressed concern about 
the potential for severe dis- 
ease and stressed the impor- 
tance not just of vaccination, 
but of continued mask-wear- 
ing and other preventive 
behaviors until they are fully 
vaccinated. 

“Vaccination is our way out 
of this pandemic,” Walensky 
said. “I continue to see prom- 
ising signs in CDC data that 
we are nearing the end of this 
pandemic in this country; how- 
ever, we all have to do our part 
and get vaccinated to cross the 
finish line.” 

The new study is based 
on data from the CDC’s 
COVID-19-associated sur- 
veillance network, a system 
of laboratory-confirmed 
COVID-19 hospitalizations in 
99 counties across 14 states, 
covering about 10% of the U.S. 
population.

They 
had to switch their schedule 
to Springfield because their 
official home, the Hartford 
Civic Center, was undergoing 
repairs to its roof, which had 
collapsed Jan. 18, 1978 (after 
the crowd for a UMass-UCo- 
nn basketball game left the 
arena). 

The Oilers visited the Whal- 
ers seven times during that 
1978-79 season, then three 
more in the playoffs. 

The first of those visits — 
Nov. 9, 1978 — carries special 
significance because a card 
from Gretzky’s NHL rookie 
season of 1979-80 recently 
sold for $3.75 million, a record 
for the hockey market. 

The photograph on that card 
was taken by Steve Babineau 
of Canton, then the Boston 
Bruins’ team photographer. 
The Whalers won the game 
5-1 (goal by Gretzky) before a 
crowd of 6,368. 

Babineau was there mainly 
to get shots of Gordie Howe, 
50 years old and playing for 
the Whalers with his son, 
Marty, as one of his team- 
mates. 

In an interview with Kevin 
Paul Dupont of the Boston 
Globe, Babineau said he 
also photographed Gretzky 
because somebody at Topps 
or the Hockey News — he 
couldn’t remember which 
—had said to him, “This kid 
Gretzky looks pretty good, so 
try to get him, too.” 

Babineau, now 68 years old, 
said he was able to pinpoint 
the date of his photo because 
it was Gretzky’s first Spring- 
field game with the Oilers 
after they had acquired him 
from the financially-strapped 
Indianapolis Racers. 

“T started shooting hockey 
photos when I was a teen- 
ager, and now I’m approach- 
ing 50 years of shooting the 
NHL,” he said in a phone call 
to this column. 

Bill Dineen, the Whalers 
coach who would be fired late 
in that 1978-79 season, proved 
prophetic. Commenting on 
Gretzky’s goal, Dineen said, 
“He’s good now, and he defi- 
nitely will be a great player in 
the future. He’s got anticipa- 
tion, and he moves the puck.” 

Yes, “in the future,” Gretzky 
wound up as hockey’s all-time 
goal-scorer, with 824 in the 
NHL and 46 in the WHA. 

In that 1978-79 season, he 
scored 43 goals, plus 10 in the 
playoffs. 

The Whalers played in 
Springfield — first asa WHA 
member, then as an NHL 
member — until they were 
able to move back into the 
Hartford Civic Center in Janu- 
ary of 1980.

Trailer for 
Bourdain 
film released

In a trailer out Thursday for 
“Roadrunner: A Film About 
Anthony Bourdain,” the view- 
er sees a man whose life was 
simultaneously all about food 
and not about food at all. 

The story of celebrity chef- 
turned-travel documentarian 
Bourdain, who died by suicide 
in 2018 at 61, is billed as “an 
intimate, behind-the-scenes 
look at how an anonymous 
chef became a world-re- 
nowned cultural icon.” 


The documentary 
captures Anthony 
Bourdain as he 
transitioned 
into a different 
role in which he 
wandered the world 
in shows like “No 
Reservations” and 
“Parts Unknown,” 
seeking tastes, thrills 
and revelations 
about life. 


Directed by Oscar-winning 
filmmaker Morgan Neville, 
who helmed films including 
“Won't You Be My Neigh- 
bor?,” “Roadrunner” reminds 
us of a Bourdain whose hair 
had not yet grayed, a chef who 
wrote “Kitchen Confidential.”

Working to save a few friendless 
churches in United Kingdom 


St. Baglan’s Church 
in North Wales is 





timbers between the slate 
slabs of its roof and floor. 


The 13th-century sanctuary 


was rebuilt in the 1800s, but 
the carved doorway lintel 
dates from the 5th or 6th 
century. An adjacent field 
contains the 7th-century well 
of St. Baglan, and for ages, 
the faithful sought healing in 
its waters. 

“This church was built on 
the site of an earlier church 
and there were sanctuaries 
here before that. People in 
Wales have been coming to

simple, with plastered 
stone walls and whitewashed 


sites like this for worship back 

into pre-Christian times,” said 
Rachel Morley, director of the 

Friends of Friendless Church- 

es since 2018. 

During a visit to Llanfaglan 
parish in Wales, this tiny, 
abandoned sanctuary was 
surrounded by sea mists and 
low clouds from the moun- 
tains, she said. Then the 
sunset light over the Irish Sea 
“shot under the eaves and the 
church just lit up inside with 
golden light. It was a complete 
sensory overload. That had to 
mean something.” 

Was the church designed so 
that this light would illumine 
the prayers of evensong? 
That’s the kind of question 
members of the Friends of 
Friendless Churches have 
been asking since 1957, when 
Welsh journalist Ivor Bul- 
mer-Thomas founded the 
charity with the help of poet 
T.S. Eliot, artist John Piper, 
British politician Roy Harris 
Jenkins and others. 

The group’s stated goal was 
to preserve historic, “signifi- 
cant” churches “threatened 
by demolition, decay, or 
inappropriate conversion.” By 
the end of 2021, the charity 
will control 60 churches in 
England and Wales, almost all 
of them Anglican sanctuaries. 

Year after year, the Friends 
of Friendless Churches watch 
as 30 or so truly historic 
churches go on sale, and 
“there could be many more 
closed at any time,” said Mor- 
ley, reached by telephone. 

Some of these threatened 
buildings, she said, “have 
been locked up, but they are 
in good enough shape that 
they can last another four or 
five years. ... We know that 
at some point we will have to 
step in and try to save as many 
as we can.” 

There is no way to save 
them all, since the Friends of 
Friendless Churches net- 


work has only 2,000 active 


represent.

intact. The charity receives 
some funding in Wales

From the beginning, 
said Morley, the problem 
has been defining which 
sanctuaries are “signifi- 
cant” in terms of history, 
architecture, or priceless, 
sacred art. However, the 
charity also frames its work 
by quoting Bulmer-Thomas, 
who argued, “an ancient and 
beautiful church fulfills its 
primary function merely by 
existing. It is, in itself, and 
irrespective of the members 
using it, an act of worship. 
Their message is delivered 
— not for half hours on Sun- 
days, but every hour of every 
day of every year, and not 
merely to those who enter, 
but to all who pass by.” 

Efforts to save these histor- 
ic churches continue against 
the backdrop of another cri- 
Sis, as attendance crashes in 
the Church of England and 
sister churches in Wales and 
Scotland. In 2018, only 12% 
of the population claimed 
to be active members, and 
the British Social Attitudes 
survey found that only about 
1% of those aged 18 to 24 
identified as Anglicans. 

Morley stressed that 
the Friendless Churches 
network has always focused 
on saving rural, remote 
churches that no longer 
have flocks to support them. 
Many of these sanctuaries 
lack water or electricity and 
— unlike churches being 
closed in urban areas — are 
of little value to investors 
seeking future art galleries, 
bookstores, restaurants or 
condominiums. 

It’s sad to see a suburban 
church “turned into a pizza 
place,” with an attached 
graveyard containing the 
final resting place for gen- 
erations of the faithful, said 
Morley. But it’s truly tragic 
when people — secular and 
religious — lose priceless, 
historic treasures that are 
crucial to the “artistic, archi- 
tectural and cultural legacy” 
of their nation. 

“Some people get what we 
are doing, but some people 
do not,” she said. “I don’t 
believe these remarkable 
churches belong to any one 
people living in any one age. 
They belong to the people 
who used them as places 
of worship for centuries. 
This is what these churches

Molly’s remains were discov- 
ered by a hunter in Palmer, 2.5 
miles away from the pond. 

As Sumner was named as 
a person of interest, the Bish 
family said they were grateful 
for the work of the Massachu- 
setts State Police detectives, 
particularly detective Michael 
MacDonald, the district at- 
torney’s office, reporters who 
told Molly’s story, and their 
family and larger community 
for support. 

“Our community took action 
on June 27, 2000 and they have 
not stopped supporting our 
search for the person responsi- 
ble for hurting our Molly.

Sumner was 71 when he died 
at his home on May 4, 2016.

He was 
known to operate auto repair 
shops in the Spencer, Leicester 
and Worcester areas, including 
Sumner’s Auto Repair. 

Sumner had a criminal record 
and was incarcerated several 
times. He was convicted of ag- 
gravated rape and kidnapping 
in the 1980s.

City corrections officer, shot

WASHINGTON 
FDA approves 
obesity drug 


Regulators yesterday said a 
new version of a popular diabe- 
tes medicine could be sold as 
a weight-loss drug in the U.S. 

The Food and Drug Admin- 
istration approved Wegovy, 

a higher-dose version of 
Novo Nordisk’s diabetes drug 
semaglutide, for long-term 
weight management. 

In company-funded studies, 
participants taking Wegovy 
had average weight loss of 
15%, about 34 pounds. Partic- 
ipants lost weight steadily for 
14 months before plateauing. 
In a comparison group getting 
dummy shots, the average 
weight loss was about 2.5%, 
or just under 6 pounds. 

The drug carries a potential 
risk for a type of thyroid tu- 
mor, so it shouldn’t be taken 
by people with a personal 
or family history of certain 
thyroid and endocrine tu- 
mors. Wegovy also has a risk 
of depression and pancreas 
inflammation. 


Facebook suspends 
Trump for 2 years 


Facebook announced yes- 
terday that former President 
Donald Trump’s accounts will 
be suspended for two years, 
freezing his presence on the 
social network until early 2023, 
following a finding that Trump 
stoked violence ahead of the 
deadly Jan. 6 insurrection at 
the Capitol. 

At the end of the suspension, 
the company will assess wheth- 
er Trump’s “risk to public safe- 
ty” has subsided, Nick Clegg, 
Facebook’s vice president of 
global affairs, wrote in a blog 
post. He said Facebook will 
take into account “external 
factors” such as instances of vi- 
olence, restrictions on peaceful 
assembly and other markers of 
civil unrest. 

The former president called 
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Facebook’s decision on the 
suspension “an insult.” The 
two-year ban replaced a previ- 
ous ruling that ordered Trump 
to be suspended indefinitely.

Chief Justice of 
Superior Court 
named 


Superior Court Judge Heidi 
Brieger, a 2012 appointee of 
former Gov. Deval Patrick, was 
appointed chief justice of that 
court on Thursday. Trial Court 
Chief Justice Paula Carey 
announced Brieger’s appoint- 
ment to a five-year term. 
Brieger currently serves as the 
regional administrative judge 
for civil business in Suffolk 
County and chairs the Superior 
Court Education Committee. “ 

She is highly respected by her 
colleagues and by members of 
the bar for her judicial intellect, 
judgment, listening skills, col- 
laborative management, work 
ethic and integrity,” Carey said 
in a statement. “Judge Brieger 
is a thoughtful leader who is 
respected and trusted by oth- 
ers. She has the ability to create 
consensus by seeking input and 
to provide clear, capable direc- 
tion.” Carey said she believed 
Brieger will “meet the high 
standard of excellence” set by 
Chief Justice Judith Fabricant. 

In 2014, Carey named 
Fabricant as chief justice while 
former Chief Justice Barbara 
Rouse neared the mandatory 
retirement age of 70. Fabricant 
was an assistant attorney gen- 
eral before she was appointed 
to the Superior Court in 1996. 

According to the Supreme 
Judicial Court, Brieger served 
as chief of the Organized 
Crime Drug Enforcement Task 
Force in the Massachusetts U.S. 
Attorney’s Office beginning in 
2006, following her service as 
a prosecutor in that office since 
1992. She was a law clerk to 
U.S. District Court Judge An- 
drew Caffrey, and is a graduate 
of Smith College and Boston 
College Law School. 
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
